This committee waited upon the pre¬ 
mier by appointment, receiving bis 
recognition and encouragement, and at 
once Instructed a sub-committee of the 
three city solicitors to draft the act. 
authorising them to obtain such fur¬ 
ther talent or assistance as they should 
find necessary to expedite the work. 

The Victoria solicitor took an active 
lead, but on attending the first meet¬ 
ing with his brother solicitors In Van¬ 
couver. he learned that com plication®
